The ways and means committee will 
commence the consideration of the bill 
in executive session. Its purpose is 
to have the completed bill ready to 
report to the house when congress 
convenes in December. Democratic 
members of the committee are to be 
allowed to sit with the Republican 
members in executive sessions, the ad- 
ministration forces having a sufficient 
majority this time to make it unneces- 
Bary to object to the Democrats while 
perfecting the bill, as they did during 
the framing of the 1924 act. 

Republican leaders talk of the pos- 
sibility of framing a non-partisan 
measure which can be reported unani- 
mously from the ways and means com- 
mittee, but the Democrats scout such 
a possibility and plan to file a minor- 
ity report. 

The program as it is tentatively 
taking shape in the minds of Republi- 
can members of the committee con- 
templates an aggregate tax reduction 
of from $300,000,000 to $350,000,000. 
et The reduction in estate taxes, to- 
gether with an increase from the pres- 
ent credii for state inheritance taxes, 
which is limited to 25 per cent of the 
federal tax, will mean no loss at all 
the first year and probably not to ex: 
ceed $25,000,000 thereafter. 

Notwithstanding the recommenda- 
tion of the secretray of the treasury 
for the repeal of the estate tax, either 
immediately or at the end of one year, 
: there is a strong probability that the 
Republican members of the committee 
will advise the administration that it 
must be content at this time to se- 
cure a reduction in rates. It has been 

made apparent at the hearings that 
opposition to repeal of the tax until 
aniformity of state inheritance laws 
Is secured is so strong as to make its 
repeal at this time virtually impossible. 


“CITY OF ROME” SKIPPER 
BLAMES U-BOAT IN COLLISION 


Boston.—Vigorous denial that he 
% had disobeyed any of the laws of the 
i seaway was made by Captain John H. 
Diehl of Everett, Mass., master of the 
steamer City of Rome, testifying be- 
fore the naval board of inquiry in- 
vestigating the collision September 25, 
m which the submarine S-51 was sunk 
with ‘the loss of thirty-three lives. 
Captain Diehl told of seeing a 
white light for some time before the 
collision and suddenly a red one. “If 
he had shown a red ‘light all the time 
as he should there would not have 
been; any collision,” said the captain. 
Captain Diehl admitted he passed 
sixteen or seventeen minutes on the 
portside of the pilot house, where he 
Hid not see the white light on his star- 
board and returned to the starboard 
% only.a few minutes before the colli- 
tion. He maintained throughout that 
ig In régscue work and in maneuvering 
the #teamer before and after the acci- 
-dentshe lad done everything possible.

PIONEER DIGS OWN TOMB, 
LINES IT WITH CEMENT 


In Event of Death, 91-Year-Old Man 
Completes 18 Years of Preparation 
for Own Funeral to Be Independent 
of Help From Others. 


Placerville, Cal—When death stalks 
at the door of William M. Bowman, 91- 
year-old pioneer of Shingle Springs, 
it will find him prepared as perhaps 
no other man has ever before been 
prepared, for Bowman has completed 
eighteen years of preparation for his 
own funeral. 

An ambition fo be absolutely inde- 
pendent of the help of others, even in 
death, led Bowman to start digging 
his own grave two decades ago on a 
hill two miles from Shingle Springs. 
Bit by bit he lined the comb with con- 
crete, constructed a sturdy oak cof- 
fin and built a concrete tombstone, 
upon which he inscribed his name and 
date of irth, leaving a blank for the 
date of his passing. 

Pallbearers were named, but as the 
years passed two died and the others 
moved away. A road which he had 
swamped out to the top of the hill to 
be used for his funeral grew up in 
brush. 

Finally Bowman hit upon a plan 
that would make him practically in- 
dependent of outside help. Over the 
grave he constructed @ small house of 
corrugated iron, large enough for a 
bed and a stove, and above the house 
an arrangement resembling a sema- 
phone, to which a white flag was at- 
tached. When Bowman feels that the 
end is near he will go to the house 
and as death approaches will He in 
the coffin. 

As he {s about to expire he will pull 
@ rope attached to the coffin and the 
white flag will be raised, notifying his 
friends in the surrounding country 
that he has passed on. 

“It’s all ready, and when I die I 
don’t want anybody to bother me,” 
said the aged pioneer, who looks good 
for another ten years.

_ Fremont, - Neb.—Johg Ptantz, fifty: 
nine, a retired farmer, fs free from an 
imprisonment in his own home cov- 
ering the greater part of the past year. 
His jailer, Mrs. Myrtle Plantz, fifty- 
two, his wife, has been adjudged in- 
sane and is to be taken to the state 
hospital for treatment. 

The plight of Plantz was not known, 
even to his nejghbors, until his wife 
had been taken into custody on com- 
plaint of the tenant of a farm he oncé 
owned, on the charge of trespass. 
When the officers went to find the 
woman they discovered Plantz locked 
up in an upstairs room, weak and 
faint from insufficient food. He told 
them that his wife had kept him under 
lock and key for a long time, and 
that the only time she had allowed 
him to get out was when she wanted 
the lawn mowed. He said he submitted 
to it rather than to have a row about 
it, as she was insistent upon his stay- 
ing home while she ran their affairs. 


Financial Reverses. 


The investigation that followed dis- 
closed that a succession of financial 
reverses had overwhelmed Plantz while 
it had caused a mental derangement 
of his wife, Six years ago the family 
lived on a farm near Dodge, and 
owned two other farms in the neigh- 
borhood. Believing they had enough 
to retire on, they came to Fremont 
and bought an $8,000 home in this city. 
The three farms were encumbered, and 
when deflation hit the industry in this

state in 1920 the mortgage holders 
foreclosed and the three farms went 
under the sheriff's hammer.
